York magistrates have de- Flogging in 
clared in favor of the penal- 
ty of flogging for offenses 
against women and children, and the same 
hetoic remedy is proposed by many good 
people in Chicago, a vote in the House of 
Commons a few days ago is of interest. 
The House by a majority of 123 rejected 
the proposal to extend flogging to that 
class of offenses. At present there is a law 
in Engiand, passed forty years ago, punish- 
ing ‘robbery with violence by the lash, but 
Mr. Asquith in his speech declared that the 
majority of ghe bench had never in their 
lives awarded the sentence. No better proof 
than this could be needed of their belief that 
brutal punishment will not serve to repress 
brutal offenses. A return fesued from the 
British Home office covering 
showed that only two Judges were in the 
habit of regularly enforcing the flogging 
penalty, it having become a dead letter with 
the others. On this account Parliament is 
now considering the abolition of the lash al- 
together. Mr. Asquith asserted that ho man 
has ever been reformed by flogging, and 
this seems to be the general belief of those 
acq@ainted with prisons and reformatories 
in Great Britain, Sir Matthew Ridley de- 
claread that flogging leaves a man as brutal 
and irreclaimable a savage as it found him.

_ tations of those who had it placed upon the 

Statute books. The report of the Illinois 

Board of Pardons showed that in the sum- 
mer of 1807 there were 19 per cent of the 
prisoners who were old offenders, while in 

the summer of 1800 there were less than 9 

per cent. In Illfmeis the law has rid the 
State of the class of men whose sole occupa- 
tion when not in prison is to prey upon 
society. The pardles are not granted in- 
discriminately. The prisoner must serve a 
sentence of a year before his petition for 
parole is considered, and then he is in- 
terrogated upon -his past life, while the 
opinions of the jurors who heard his case 
and the District=Attorney who tried him 
are considered. The rule is to compel the 
service of a year: in prison for each pre- 
ceding term of imprisonment, and hence 
criminals avoid Illinois, preferring a State 
Where they will fot be thus treated.

ny widespread organlzation among 
farmers is rendered practically impossible 
by reason of the separation and diversity of 
the members. There have been many at- 
tempts at such organization in the United 
States, notably in the endeavor to regulate 
the produetiqn of cotton, but never with suc- 
cess. If the comparatively compact 
area cannot be controlled bę agreement, it 
is clear that the chances of success in the 
case of a world-wide crop like wheat would 
be far less. Wheat would probably be the 
most difficult of all crops to manipulate in 
any way, for there is a wider area of the 
earth’s surface where it can be raised than 
in the case of any other great staple. Even 
if an agreement on the acreage of wheat in 
the United States could be made and en- 
forced, the great wheat-growing tracts of 
Europe, Asia, South America, and Aus- 
tralia would nullify any practical effect on 
the price. To organize the wheat growers of 
all lands and all languages in any effective 


crops until a certain time would be as im- 
possible as to reguiate the weather. 
Matters of this kind cannot be regulated 
by cut-and-dried schemes like that of. the 
ingenious agent of the Farmers“ Alliance. 
If the world’s wheat crop has been too large, 
and if the growers can profitably reduce the 
acreage by planting more corn, or hay, or, 
vegetables in place of wheat, then they will 
discover the fact for themselves by com- 
paring prices. These matters regulate them-' 
selves in the course of time.
